of certain tangible property. Since the tangible property is itself) 


' subject to taxation, there is no just reason why the certificates of ( 


ownership should be taxed. But stocks and bonds are by no means 
the only form of property unjustly taxed, and there are other forms ( 
of unjust taxation that far more burdensome than taxation of stocks 
and bonds. 


But the Ohio State Board of Commerce, while loudly demand-_ 


in" exemption of intangible personal property, bitterly opposed ex- 
emption at the same time, of labor products, or even empowering oi ^ 
local communities to exempt what they may see fit, from local 
taxation.

KING ASSUMES 
CHARGE OF ARMY 


; Tells Italian Soldiers What They 


May Expect to Face. 


Rome, May, 27.—King Victor Em- 


manuel arrived at the front early in 
the day and assumed supreme com- 
mand of the Italian armies that are 
pressing into Austrian teiritory along 
the entire frontier from Switzerland 
to the Adriatic sea. 


The lung announced the assumption 


of the -command with the following 
decree, Issued as an order of the day. 


"Soldiers—On land and sea the sol- 


emn hour of the vindication of our na- 
tional claims has sounded. 


"Following t/ie example of my great 


ancestor, I assume the supreme com- 
mand of the leand and sea forces with 


that they will win only after desper- 
ate fighting. 


It is. of course, impossible to state 


the strength of the Italian armies, 
but it is understood at the Italian war 
office that the Austrian and German 
forces concentrated along the line 
\vhere they will oppose the Italian 
campaign, number about 900,000 men. 
Most of them are seasoned veterans 
from the western and eastern theaters 
of uar.

"There 
have been shortcomings and miscalcu- 
lations, some perhaps excusable, scrap, 
perhaps not at nil. V\> are all, I sup- 
pose, penetrated with tno oonvictlor 
that mere has been something amirs 
with what may be described as the 
national organisation of the country 
As to men we are not sure that we 
have got enough or that we are get- 
ting the right sort of men. As to mu- 
nitions. I will not dwell on that pain- 
ful chapter of history, but it is a mat 
tor of common Knowlpdge that failure 
to supply th« o'.r'ntial munitions has 
not once, but ma»v times interfered 
with the due progress of otir military 
operations."

Paris, May 27 —Dispatches from the 


Italian frontier say that 20,000 Ger- 
man troops have passed through Salz- 
burgh toward the Italian frontier dur- 
ing the last twenty-four hours. These 
foiees coma from the western war the- 
ater 
Other German iroops from the 


eastern theater are rushing to the 
southern front thiough Innsbruck. An 
(ntire Austrian corps is en route from 
Silesia, whence thirty batteries have 
been transferred to Trentino. German 
seventeen inch guns have been placed 
:n position near Gradibca and the sur- 
i winding district mined. Terror pre- 
vails in Trentino. where the Austrian^ 
are reported to ha\e executed many 
Italians as spies. Five nundred have 
been imprisoned since Sunday.
